The great heart of the nation was 
filled to overflowing with unspeak­ 
able sorrow, and those who had tile 
privilege of looking upon the pale, 
benign face and reverent lips that 
whispered a prayer in deaf Ii, lot * d 
him no more nor felt more poign­ 
ant grief than welled up in the 
hearts, subdued the voice-

never saw him.

together to do honor to his mein

All business and labor was 
suspended from IO to 12 o’clock; 
arni during the first half hour of 
tbivs interval the bi lls of the city 
were tolled.

Yesterday will live long in the 
memory of the people of tins na­ 
tion as a day set apart for m ourn­ 
ing, a day when sable clouds hung 
low, trailing upon the brink of the 
grave, where thousands stood un 
covered to pay the final tribute of 
respect to the nation s fallen chief. 
The great heart of the nation was 
filled to overflowing with unspeak­ 
able sorrow, and those who had the 
privilege of looking upon the pale, 
benign face and reverent lips that 
whispered a prayer in death, loved 
him no more nor felt more poign­ 
ant grief than welled up in the 
hearts, subdued the voices

dimmed the eyes of millions who 
never saw him. 
W ith this latter 
class the people of Bryan gathered 
together to do honor to his m em ­ 
ory. 
All business and labor was 
suspended from IO to 12 o’clock;

to the opera house where a vast

memorial exercises. 
A portrait of 
the martyred president was fixed 
above the center of the stage, be­ 
low it a gilded eagle and above the 
national colors, while the white 
and black of woe was draped on 
either side. 
Texas and Confeder­ 
ate flags were effectively used. 
Judge John N. Henderson was 
selected to conduct the memorial 
exercises and after he had made a 
brief announcement the choir and 
audience joined in singing “ A m er­ 


ica.” 
With the audience standing 
a fervent invocation was offered 
by Dr. W. 
C. Friley. 
“ Nearer 
My God to Thee,” by tne choir, 
was followed by appropriate scrip­ 
ture reading by Rev. Jewell How­ 
ard. 
Prayer was offered by Rev.

“ Lead Kindly Light.”

from the awful tragedy, Patriot 
ism suggested laws for the sup­ 
pression of anarchy and the re­ 
striction of immigration, Eloquence 
paid glow ng tributes to the exalt 
ed dead, Sympathy dropped a tear 
upon his grave, Hope beckoned 
from the future, Faith left him 
with his God, and Love made a 
shrine 
for his memory in the 
hearts of his people. 
As a fitting close to the service 
the choir and congregation sang,
